Ono of our locat contemporaries remarks 


that tho Japanese as a whole do not cat] 


buttor becauge thoy do not like it ; that all 
the butter made in the country in for for- 
eign consumption,and that ‘‘in the absence 
of any serious attempt at daily farming and 


the utter ignorance shown on the aubjoct, | 


the possibility of Japan becoming » butter. 
making country is remote in the extreme.” 
Woll, the fnct is that a great many things 
which seemed at one time oxtremely re- 


mote in Japan hnve corie into very close }- 


proximity. Buttor is slow in following 
this example, but it is moving. Of course, 
men and women whe livoin pure Japancse 
atyls on rice, fish and vegetables, have no 
ocension for butter. But it is safo to say 
that whereas not moro than one or two 
per cent. of the persons visiting « foreign 
restaurant or eating a foreign meal at 
fricnd’s hou would have thought of 
touching butter 26 yours ayo; fully 40 or 560 
per cent. eat it with relish now when it 
comes in their way. They aré quito con- 
tent to do without it but they like it when 
they get it. As to dairy farms they 
havo increased notably in recent years. 
In the inwnodinie vicinity of the place 
where we write, it is possible to count four 
dairy farms, the largest of them having a 
stock of about 60 cows. Butter, howovor, 
is quite a by-product at these places. It 
is to milk that they look for their profits. 
Milk has a curious story in this country. 
Thirty or forty years ago it. was abhorred 
—the expression is not too strong. The 
average Japanese could not induco himsolf 


to drink it. But to-day every liouschold |~ 


that can afford it consumes one or two 


.““ bottles” of milk daily, purtly becauso 


péople-have conte to like it and partly 
bocause the doctors have recommended it 
ag a uniquely wholesome beverage. “Milk 
halls,” too, stand next to ‘beer balls” in 
number though as yet there is s consider- 
able distanco hetween tke two. Butter 
will probably take much Jonger to come 
widely into vogue because of its expensive- 
ness. A pound of fresh butter costs at 
least a yen in Tokyo to-day, and not many 
people can afford such an outlay,

" prepare their land for cultivation for years. 
Tho crops are hopelessly deutroyed, After 
the floods had subsided on the land 
untouched by sand, fresh crops wore plant-

subsequent drought. Tho entire popula- 
tion ix in dire -distress, thousands have 
died and thousands of homesteads are 
damaged or destroyed and in some cases 
obliterated. Hundreds of people aro still 
*homeleas, It is ostinuted that 300 square 
miles of Orissa wore inundated. I have 
personally inspected the conditions pre- 
vailing in twenty-two villages on the north 
vide of the River Brahmini. It was an 
amazing disclosure of distress caused by 
famine. Hundreds of starving people 
followed me, imploring mo te give them 
food and assintunce. T saw people cooking 
herbs, treo bark and reots, I aw three 
men fighting for the possession uf a palm 
stem. In some cases the sufferurk have 
sold their cooking vessels, dour posts, 
house beams ant cattle, 
nominal prices, to huy fond, but Govern: 
ment jp still realising the  Chowkidass 
tax."
